LARORITES ANGRY 
AT DEPORTING 
OF LEADERS 


Hardly Possible to Bxaggerate the 
Effect Upon British Labor 
Unionists

Men Deported May Tour England 
Upon Their Arrival in the 
Country

LONDON, Jan, 28. (Western As- 
sociated Press Special Cable.)-—-The 
irritation, not to say anger, of the 
Laborites against the government be- 
cause of the deportation of the South 
African labor leaders, grows deeper 
hour by hour. There is no doubt that 
the party will be compelled to exer 
cise their threat of withdrawal of 
support from the Asquith government 
if it fails to take any action in re 
gard to the deportations from South 
Africa. It is pointed out that the 
government can instruct Lord Glad 
stone, the governor-general of South 
Africa, to refuse to sign the Indemnity 
Act which would bring the matter be- 
fore parliament constitutionally. The 
demand for the recall of Lord Glad 
stone could then be made with full 
weight. 

Has Had Big Effect. 

It is hardly possible to exaggerate 
the effect of the deportations on the 
trades unionists here, <A big cam- 
paign is promised on the arrival of 
the depaertees who will be sent 
through the country should they 
prove solid men, and not firebrands 
of the Larkin type, and will truly 
light a fiery cross with results which 
cannot now be foreseen. 

It is noteworthy that the Westmin- 
ster Gazette, which is closely in touch 
with the government, confines itselZ 
to the statement that “the deportation 
can only be justified by the clearést 
evidence that the men are revolution- 
aries and not labor agitators.” 

This probably crystalizes the opin- 
ion of the country, So far no such 
evidence has reached England. 

Labecr Journal Denounces. 

After yesterday's inexplicable sil- 
ence the Dally Citizen, the labor ar- 
gan, today features “the lawless out- 
rage against labor,” and uses furious 
language concerning the deportations 
from South Africa, declaring that “the 
whole British labor world stands 
aghast at so shameless an outrage 
against freedom. 

“The drastic, unparalleled move 
worthy of despots, the disgraceful 
tactics of the South African govern- 
ment, has sealed its doom,” says the 
Citizen, which describes Lord Glad- 
stone as “a titled jellyfish who has 
played the part of a mere cipher, He 
will learn that labor is not to be 
scorned and insulted with impunity. 
But such a mockery of government 
must end.” 

Threatens Labor War. 

The Citizen threatens a bitter labor 
war against the imperial government, 
but the Morning Post (Conservative). 
suggests that there can be nothing 
more than a partial flurry and sham 
fight, pointing out that the imperial 
parliament has given South Africa 
self-government and must abide by 
the consequences being powerless to 
interfere. 

The Daily Graphic, feeling that Pre- 
mier Botha’s action has raised the 
whole question of rights of British 
citizenship within the empire, urges 
the home public to remember that
